Australian Wheat 
Growers Fighting 
Plague of Mice 


SYDNEY, N. S. W.— Hope that 
one 
of 
the 
Australian 
farmer’s 
greatest problems— protecting wheat 
against the attacks of mice— is near 
solution has risen from successful 
tests conducted by a Sidney doctor 
of a protective preparation he had 
evolved. 
The value of the discovery may 
be guaged from the fact that the 
records of the Wheat Board show 
losers of 500,000 pounds in N*w« 
South Wales alone directly attribu­ 
ted to the ravages of mice. 
The final test was conducted by 
the inventor, Dr. Henry Bottrell, in 
the presence of representatives of 
the Wheat Board, Primary Produ­ 
cers and the press. Mice were sealed 
in an iron tank with large supplies 
of bread and wheat, which were en­ 
closed in sacks and cardboard boxes 
which had been sprayed with the 
solution invented by 
the 
doctor, 
some as long ago as 15 months. 
When 
the seal 
of the 
tank 
was 
broken after two days, it was found 
that 
the 
mice 
had 
made no at­ 
tempts to eat either the wheat or the 
bread 'no trace of teeth or claws be­ 
ing found on the boxes or bags. All 
of th© mice were dead, apparently 
preferring t© starve rather than ap­ 
proach the solution.

Rev. Sewell at Church 
Of 
Christ 


Large 
audiences 
were 
present 
again Tuesday morning and Tues­ 
day night at the meeting toeing con­ 
ducted at the Church of Christ on 
East Main street by Pres. J. P. 
Sewall of Christian College, Abilene, 
Texas. The morning service each 
day is from ten to eleven 
o’clock 
and the evening services begin at 
eight o’clock. The general theme of 
the 
morning 
sermons 
throughout 
the week is “The Ideal Church,” 
one of the points stressed in the 
Tuesday morning sermon was that 
the ideal church must be a soul 
saving church. 
Among other things 
Mr. Sewall said, “If a church is 
to be worthy to wear the name of 
Christ it must live the Gospel in 
such a way as to make it possible 
for God to save souls in the com­ 
munity. The great ultimate purpose 
for which God established his church 
in the world is the Salvation of lost 
souls. Everything else the church is 
to do is incidental. 
That church 
which fails to live and teach in such 
a way as to make the people see 
and know Christ that they may be 
saved by him has no right to wear 
the name and no excuse for. exist­ 
ence. 
Another 
poin t stressed 
in the 
morning service was that the church 
must find favor with the people. 
Reading from the last verse of the 
second chapter of Acts “And having 
found favor with all of the people/' 
the preacher among other things 
said “ this does not mean that they 
were popular with all the people or 
that what they taught was popular. 
They and their teachings were hated 
and despised, and if you are loyal 
to Christ and his teachings you will 
not be popular with all of the people 
and your'teachings will not. 
The' 
teachings of eJsus condemns sin of 
every sort and kind, but in spite 
of the fact 
that 
the 
Jerusalem 
Church 
and their teachings were 
hated and despised and persecuted 
they lived and taught the religion 
of Christ in such a way as to find 
favor with all of the people and to 
bring some of them Salvation daily. 
This simply means that they so lived 
and taught Christanity, as to com­ 
pel those who hated and fought it 
to respect it .deep into their hearts. 
The Holy lives and the Holy teach­ 
ings of the Disciples condemns them 
and their sins. They were mad and 
they fought, but in their hearts 
they respected these pure clean, hon­ 
est, kind, gentle Christians, one by 
one they would say, why fight any 
longer? WJiy not accept this bles­ 
sed Savior? Why not accept the 
religion that can do for men and 
women what Christianity is doing 
for these people? So the Lord found 
it possible to save people in Jeru­ 
salem daily, not because the Disci­ 
ples and their teachings were popu­ 
lar with the Devil and the world, 
but because they were halted and re­ 
spected, they were hated’ and (found 
favor). Don’t worry about being po­ 
pular. But be careful to be respected 
to find “ favor’ if you must be hat­ 
ed in order to do so. The popular 
church usually is not worth anything 
to the Lord. It has taken into the 
so much of the world that you can’t 
tell it from the world. It teaches 
anything the world likes and prac­ 
tices everything the world practices. 
It’s life does not condemn the sin­ 
ner when he compares his own with 
it. The world likes that kind of 
church but it does not respect it. 
There is not anything that the (bevil 
likes better than a big sarong popu­ 
lar Church that has 
compromised 
with sin and evil of every sort and 
kind until it’s members do anything 
that people outside of it do. The 
devil does not 
care 
how 
many 
churches we have as long as these 
churches do not save the people 
from Him and sin to Christ and 
righteousness.” 
At night Mr. Sewall spoke in part 
as follows, “My theme tonight is 
Our Lords Great Commission or The 
Constitution 
of 
the 
Kingdom 
of 
Christ.’' The text for the sermon is 
found 
in 
Matthew 
28-18 
to 
20, 
Mary 16-15 and 16, an^ Luke 24-46 
and 4 7, and reads as follows, 
and 
Jesus came and spake unto them 
saying, all power is given unto me 
in Heaven and in earth. Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations. Bap 
tiling them into the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost; teaching them to ob­ 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you, and lo, I am with 
you always even unto the end of 
the world, and preach the Gospel eo 
every creature. 
He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved, but 
he that believeth not shall be damn­ 
ed. And said unto them, thus it is 
written, and thus it behooved Christ 
to suffer and to rise from the dead 
the third day, and that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all 
nations, begining at Jerusalem. 
All power all authority in Hea­ 
ven and in earth had been given 
to our Lord when he gave 
this 
wonderful commission 
which 
con­ 
stitutes the fundimental law or con­ 
stitution of his kingdom on earth. 
Every item in this wonderful docu­ 
ment then has back of it the au­ 
thority of Heaven* and earth, the 
Authority of Almighty God himself. 
This means that there is not 
one 
single thing in it that we are at 
liberty to take out or ignore. Our 
attitude toward the great commis­ 
sion is our attitude toward Christ 
and his authority. We must accept 
or reject Christ and his authority. 
If we would understand the great 
commission we must put together 
all the records we have of it, we 
must take It all and not simply a 
part of it. 
After going into a detaled ana­ 


lysis of the passage of the text Mr. 
Sewali said “The great corn m ist on 
may be summed up as follows: the 
work of the disciples, go, teach the 
Gospel to every creature in all $he 
world; the duty of the lost, believe 
the Gospel, repent and be baptized 
ito the name of the Father, of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost; the pro­ 
mised blessing, salvation or remis­ 
sion of sin; the new life, observing 
a1 lthings commanded 
by Christ; 
God’s providential ‘ care, ad lo I 
am with you always. If there is 
one of thees items you would re­ 
move or deolare not essential, please 
bear in mind that each o"ne of them 
was put there by our Lord, and 
that he declared as the basis of his 
right to give this wonderful commis­ 
sion that he spake with all of the 
power, 
authority 
of 
Heaven 
and 
earth. My appeal is that we accept 
it just as he gave it.’ 
Sermon of Monday Evening 
“My theme tonight is Jesus Christ 
and Him crusified. The text for the 
sermon is found in I Cor. 2:2, and 
reads as follows: ‘For I determined 
not to know any thing among you, 
save Jesus Christ and Him Cruci­ 
fied.' 
“The whole message of truth is 
summed 
up in these words. 
His 
sacrifice on the cross is the crown­ 
ing event in the life of Christ.. By 
it 
souls 
are 
saved 
from 
eternal 
death, and the angles in heaven re­ 
joice around God s throne. Before 
we can know the real Christ and be 
saved by Him we must know Him 
as He died on the cross. 
“The place of the cross is central. 
Christ is the center of the Christ­ 
ian system. He is the hub of the 
wheel of God’s truth. All of the Old 
Testament points toward Him. Take 
Him away and the message of God’s 
inspiration is 
meaningless. 
What 
Christ is to revelation, the cross, in 
its mighty significance, is to His 
life and 
mission. Without it His 
mission would be incomplete. His 
power over men would cease. 
“The gospel iii God’s power to 
save. In 
Romans 
1:16 
the /.oly I 
Spirit leads Paul to say: ‘For I am 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ, 
salvation to every one that belie­ 
veth’. Paul tells us more of this gos­ 
pel in I Cor. 
15:1-4: 
‘Moreover 
brethren, I declare unto you the 
gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye received, and wherein 
ye stand; 
by which also ye are 
saved, if ye keep in memory what 
I preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered j 
unto you first of all that whicH I j 
also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to the sacri­ 
fices, and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day ac­ 
cording to the scriptures.’ 
“Jesus Christ and Him crucified 
is the great central, vital, soul sav­ 
ing fact of the gospel. Paul preached 
it first. That is what he means in j 
the declaration of our text.

“The cross should be as central in 
our own lives as it was in the life 
of C hrist’himself. Jesus said: ‘I am 
come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abun­ 
dantly.' With the resurrection of 
Jesus from the grave 
there 
was 
born into this world the opportun­ 
ity for a new and better life. That 
birth was made 
possible 
by 
His 
death on the cross. Beloved, if we 
have in reality accepted this* new 
life, we have enthroned Jesus, on j 
the cross upon which He purchased 
our redemption, in our hearts, and | 
in our lives we are submittingj to j 
Him as our king. He is the very 
center of our lives.. 
“If you have not accepted Him, J 
still, you owe Him for all of the j 
blessings of Christian civilization and 
every possibility for victory in death 
and happiness beyound the grave. 
You should acknowledge your duty, 
give Him your heart and life, make 
Him, on the cross of your salva*- 
tion, the very center of your life. 
“ ‘Give me thy heart’, says the

Have I not 
died for thee? Give me thy heart'. 
“The message of the cross that is, 
the message of Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified, is the message of 
God and His love.
